FORCEFUL ARGUMENTS 

Forceful arguments were mar¬ 
shaled both in favor of democracy 
and dictatorshi p} a n jl adroitness was 
shown by all debaters in the han¬ 
dling of their own and their oppo¬ 
nents' material. Mr. Jackson, the 
Cambridge debater to whom fell the 
privilege of rebuttal, epitomised his 
argument in the statement that it 
was useless, now that mankind had 
tasted of the fruits of democracy, 
to try to deny him democracy. Dic¬ 
tatorships had happened In ' the 
world before Hitler or Mussolini. 
Rome had tried the experiment and 
from that moment the decline of 
Rome began. If that were the way 
of political evolution how could the 
opposition say that the future of 
the world lay In dictatorship? •** 

CRITICAL TIME 

‘ Democracy is an easy word to 
toy with In an age of prosperity. 
But It is always to be viewed with 
suspicion at a time of crisis,'’ Mr 
Jackson, of the British team, said, 
in opening his argument for the 
affirmative side of the debate. The 
depression of the past few years had 
driven people to examine with 
keener critical faculty the so-called 
democratic systems of government. 

“If the world Is to be saved by 
democracy it will be by complete 
democracy, not by the shallow de¬ 
mocracy of the last century," he told 
his audience. 

The types of dictatorship exempli¬ 
fied by Italy. Oermany and Russia 
were examined. The rise of Fas¬ 
cism had meant. In the economic 
world, the smashing of the small 
man and the strengthening of the 
big capitalist. There was more ex¬ 
cuse for dictatorship in Russia, and 
once she weathered the storms there 
would be no need there to carry on 
the dictatorship, which, after all, 
had resulted in Russia having a 100 
per cent Increase in production dur¬ 
ing a period when production In 
other countries had* declined. 

RUSSIA DEMOCRATIZING 

"Russia is heading back towards 
political democracy because she is 
successfully weathering the storm to 
set up economic democracy. Be¬ 
cause Russia is operating today 
under a dictatorship does not prove 
that her salvation does not lie in 
democracy. this speaker main¬ 
tained The two Fascist countries. 
Italy and Germany, were economi¬ 
cally in a bad way. Oermany 
showed similar conditions, recent 
figures Indicating that this nation's 
trade was the worst for years. In 
other words, dictatorships in these 
countries was not proving successful. 

The party In England that was 
aiming at complete democracy, po¬ 
litical and economic, had recently 
experienced tremendous gains at the 
polls. These figures showed that 
the Ideal of democracy was not dead. 
Dictatorships might be a fine thing 
In a time of crisis. But they de¬ 
pended on crises for survival. 

Mr. Jackson also maintained that 
education was making people much 
better fitted to govern themselves. 

-If democracy which is not full 
democracy can survive with Jialf- 
edurated people, how much more 
likely la full democracy, wKh an In¬ 
telligent and educated public, likely 
to survive Democracy is at a dis¬ 
count in the world today because It 
has blundered " 

NOT SECURE 

John Oough. Victoria. first 
speaker for the negative, used the 
arguments of the previous speaker 
to point out how Insecurely en¬ 
throned democracy was. Not only 
was the world not safe for democ¬ 
racy. but democracy was qot safe 
for the world. Democracy had not 
met it* challenge within recent 
years, despite the great strides it 
had made during the nineteenth 
century—chiefly because the issues 
were rather simple. Twentieth cen¬ 
tury problems were much more 
complex. ParUamentary Insecurity 
had been met by coalitions, which 
were the antithesis of democracy. 
The ideal form of dictatorship, 
where the executive was free, offered 
political salvation It was a fallacy 
of democracy to believe that politi¬ 
cally gifted peoples existed. Poiltl- 
1 cal leadership was what was wanted. 

IK RECOVERING 

“Instead of dying, democracy Is 
all over Europe." claimed Robert 
, Crichton, the Oxford member of the 
British team supporting the affirm¬ 
ative. There was only coalition In 
ffiigland to the extent that the 
established parties were united 
against Socialism, he said In reply 
to the previous speaker. The growth 
of dictatorship in Italy and Oer¬ 
many was symptomatic of diseased 
condition in the nations: it was not 
I a chronic state These countries 
•would revert to demdcratic prin¬ 
ciples. The whole business of dic- 


argued that it was possible that the 
transition from the "somewhat 
muddled pseudo-democracy to die- 1 
tatorship would involve lese e 
tial disruption in the settled basis 
of life than an attempt to work a 
rigorously legal democracy.” A 
struggle, first for power, then for 
the maintenance of power, had very 
often resulted In contentment with 
mere deciding of an issue, without 
any further concern as to what con¬ 
structive measures should be taken 
to keep pace with the progress of 
political achievement. 

Dictatorship is a form of govern¬ 
ment calculated to make use of the 
Intellectual resources in the 
country," said this speaker, adding 
that in saying this he did not sup¬ 
port the particular forms of dicta¬ 
torship in use in Italy and Oer¬ 
many at the present time. The 
business of organized government 
had become so complicated that It 
could not be efficient unless It could 
command the services of men of the 
very highest talents.

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CIVIC DEVELOPMENT 


The formation of the Tourist Trade Develop¬ 
ment Association for this community Is an ex¬ 
cellent move. What is proposed Is a progressive 
plan which In Its broadest Interpretation is the 
provision of entertainment for tourists so that 
their stay here will be prolonged and their num¬ 
bers Increased. It Is the sound and sensible way 
to decide on a campaign In this direction which 
will be undertaken consistently, without hurry, 
but giving time to estimate the value of each 
new step taken. It Is conceivable, too, that a 
programme of entertainments and recreational 
facilities, in which both our own citizens and 
visitors can share, can be devised at a compara¬ 
tively small expenditure, and that once the scheme 
is well afoot It will be continued and expanded by 
private enterprise that will all be part of a plan. 

The association called Into existence by Mayor 
Leemlng will shortly have before it an elaborate 
programme prepared by an expert, one that goes 
Into details of what can be done In the way of 
organization. Moreover, a survey has been made 
of how Victoria's geographical faculties for pro¬ 
moting tourist traffic can be so enhanced that 
such traffic is almost certain to Increase. From 
time to time many suggestions have been made 
In this respect. The report to be submitted to 
the Tourist Trade Development Association more 
than confirms the advantages which our citizens 
believe that they enjoy, and points out in a 
practical way how those advantages can be 
utilized with cumulative benefits. It Is certain 
that surprise wUl be expressed at the low Initial 
capital required for the development proposed, 
which It Is suggested should be extended over a 
period of five years. Once launched, and through 
a .system of concessions. It is anticipated that 
development will not only cost the taxpayers 
nothing, but will be a source of revenue to the 
city treasury. 

The advisory committee of the Tourist Trade 
Development Association has been formed with 
a view to embracing all Interests concerned In 
the matter of civic progress. The best results 
will be secured If there is unanimous co-operative 
effort, If the citizens are a. unit In their belief 
that something worth while can be accomplished, 
and If. In bringing constructive plans about aU 
wUl put their shoulders to the wheel. Most as¬ 
suredly the plan which the Mayor will lay before 
tomorrow's meeting Is of a character which may 
well enlist the most substantial public support. 
Those cities progress best which are Imbued with 
the soundest civic patriotism. No doiibt the plans 
proposed wlU be canvassed, and possibly amended, 
but when the revised programme Is before the 
people, then It will be for the citizens as a whole 
to make It a success by accomplishing the objects 
In view. 


Sir Stafford Crlpps. the atormy petrel of So¬ 
cialistic propaganda, la urging that If a Labor 
Government should attain power in the next 
British election It ahodld" challenge the whole 
strength of capitalism with a view to establishing 
Immediately a regime of Socialism. That la the 
Socialistic creed which Is enunciated by 81r 
Stafford with reckless levity. Sir Stafford Inti¬ 
mates that In the event of his Socialism ensuing 
a “first-rate financial crisis'' would develop. Pre¬ 
sumably that would mean a new era of depression. 
The pertinent question is ask ed If the Industries 
of Oreat Britain, on which the very existence of 
her people depends, will stand an experiment 
such as he advocates. He Is asked If export 
trade will stand It. Socialism In Great Britain 
would not put an end to competition in overseas 
trade; It would not diminish the severity of that 
competition. 

Oreat Britain could never maintain her place 
In the markets of the world under Socialism 
Only an economic tragedy could be contemplated 
If the management of her factories and-the con¬ 
duct of business were In the hands of bureau¬ 
cratic Socialism “with Its Inevitable concomitant 
of nepotism. Inefficiency and extravagance.” The 
British people are noted for their common sense 
The Labor Party Itself Is extremely suspicious of 
the tenets put forward by 81r Stafford Crlpps, 
and that Party, so far as Trades Unionism In Its 
ranks Is represented. Is deeply concerned about 
the well being of the community as a whole. It 
Is not In the political market for the purpose of 
creating “a first-class financial crisis." Inasmuch 
aS trade and Industry are the first to suffer, as 
they have suffered In such crises of the past.

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MRS. R. S. DAY 


The late Mrs. R 8 . Day was perhaps one of 
the most publlc-splrlted women who had lived In 
this community for a long number of years. Her 
interests were many, her activity great, and her 
sustained enthusiasms something that evoked 
general admiration. Possessing a deeply-sympa- 
thetlc heart, during her active years she was 
ever at work promoting the welfare of her fellow 
women. Particularly was this the case In her long 
connection with the Local Council of Women, to 
whom her advice was always sage, to whom her 
talents and painstaking ability were ungrudg¬ 
ingly given, and In whose upbuilding In this city 
she was a conspicuous organizer. It was the same 
in her connection with the Daughters of Empire, 
In fact with every organization In which she took 
a part.

Note and Comment

What chances may be wrought, 
what startling and unexpected 
things may happen, within the 
compass of a brief holiday! It Is 
said that ill news travels fast. For 
more than two weeks we had read 
no news, because #e had deliberate¬ 
ly refrained from even looking at 
the newspapers, believing that that 
was the way to really enjoy a vaca¬ 
tion. When we opened The Colo¬ 
nist on the morning after landing 
from the California steamer Emma 
Alexander the first Item of news 
that arrested our eye and shocked 
our system was the announcement 
of the sudden death of Jack Mat- 
son. Turning over the pages of the 
paper, we read of the death and 
burial of Tom McCook. J. Keith 
Wilson and Harold Fleming, whose 
faces were long familiar on the 
streets of Victoria.

There Is an old saying that “tha 
good may die; the old must die." 
Such Is the ultimate and manifest 
destiny of all creatures endowed 
with physical life. Human beings, 
endowed with the gifts of reason 
and observation, realise this and 
are reconciled to it. and we believe 
some of the animals of the lower 
order have an Instinctive knowledge 
of their Inevitable end: but when 
the blood Is warm and the physique 
strong and vigorous we are all apt 
to be careless and unconcerned 
about the future and to regard the 
gates of eternity as dimly visible at 
the end of a long road. 


THE “PEACE” BALLOT 

The "peace” ballot taken in Oreat Britain 
under the auspices of the League of Nations 
Society resulted In confirmation of what It sought 
to prove. The ballot, however, attracted the at¬ 
tention o( leaa than 2 per cent of the population. 
This la an Indication that the nation aa a whole 
la not Interested in hypothetical questions. They 
were hypothetical since the facts of any given 
set of clrcunuances that may arise tend to alte^ 
the human outlook. The ordinary citizen prob¬ 
ably wondered why the paper had been sent to 
him. He would argue that Ita object was to bring 
pressure to bear upon the OoVemment, and at 
once the suspicion would arise In his mind that 
authority was not In earnest In Us efforts to 
promote peace. Such suspicions do not help 
International peace. If there were no distrust 
of governmental motives there would be no need 
for "peace” ballots. On the other hand. If the 
good motives of a government are recognized, 
but It Is believed that the plana of execution are 
at fault, then It Is the detain of policy that 
should be attacked and not an Indirect arraign¬ 
ment of motives. 

Professor A. L. Woodward of AU Souls College, 
Oxford, thinks the terms In which the "peace" 
baUot paper was couched may have a dangerous 
result outside of Oreat Britain. He says that “one 
of the most striking factor! in the situation 
before 1>14 was the combined misinterpreta¬ 
tion In Oermany of the nebulous and negative 
agitation in Oreat Britain against war and arma¬ 
ments. This agitation was undertaken out of 
the highest motives; but It continually evaded 
the real and concrete Issues of policy by taking 
refuge In vague, general talk. This talk was 
Interpreted In Oermany not merely aa a sign of 
decadence lone need not bother about nonsense 
of this type) but as proof that In any sudden 
crisis German 'shock tactics' would succeed, 
because British opinion was so chaotic and 
hesitant upon the question whether any Euro¬ 
pean came was worth defending bjr force that no 
Brlttah Cabinet would venture to take decisions 
which might Involve war. 

"The Oovemment of Oermany is not, in my 
opinion, In wiser hands today than In the years 
before lflA Tlte governors of Oermany have 
not given up the 'shock tactics' which have been, 
since Bismarck's time, the chosen weapon of 
Oerman diplomacy.

the Oerman nation twenty years ago."

steamships are more than comfort¬ 
able; they are luxurious. We know 
that from recent experience on a 
shlfe of the Admiral Line.- We 
found the officers of the ship both 
kindly and courteous, and If good 
digestion waited upon appetite, as 
it used to do, what tables were 
spread to tempt the appetite and 
stimulate the gastric juices.

One train 
on a British railway attained a 
sustained speed of ninety-three 
miles an hour, which cannot be very 
far short erf the rate of speed of the 
stream-lined express on one of the 
United States lines.

That, of course, is merely a mat¬ 
ter of mechanics and sound con¬ 
struction. of equipment, and in 
competition It can be met in the air 
and on the roads. But the railways 
are going to provide accommoda¬ 
tion which cannot be furnished by 
any of Its competitors except 
steamships. They are going to in¬ 
troduce Innovations which hitherto 
have been unknown and have not yet 
been contemplated In railway car¬ 
riages. They are going to equip 
their sleeping cars with cabins 
which may be used for sleeping in 
perfect seclusion at night and may 
be converted into saloons by day, 
and at rates which will be much 
lower than the charges for ordinary 
Pullman bertha

WHY ALL THIS SHAW? 

8 ir,—The name Oeorge Bernard 
8 haw is provocative of much con¬ 
troversy; countless anecdotes are 
told of this writer, lauding his wit 
and brilliance. He has received 
more than hla share of newspaper 
and newsreel publicity. O. B. 8 is 
quoted and misquoted. O. B. 8 . can 
always be depended upon to say and 
do the sensational thing. 

Even with established and tradi¬ 
tional rights as a wit, his brick- 
throwing activities only leave a tang 
on the surface, which gathers the 
more Interest around his target to 
see what It is all about and only has 
the effect of promoting an enthusi¬ 
astic Interest, .whereas, before our 
friend Oeorge B. Shaw heaved his 
brick, the interest was only passive 
So. really, after all, he is a harmless 
old soul, more calculated to centre 
a more profound Interest around the 
object of his criticism than other¬ 
wise. 

We question whether these are the 
qualities of true greatness—a superb 
showman, a colossal egotist—a gen 
ius? Remove the glafnor of Shaw’s 
personality and will his works live? 

There have been and are splendid 
writers going about their business, 
giving us conscientious, painstaking 
and excellent work, making no noise 
In the world, not trading on their 
foibles to "put over" their produc¬ 
tions. We do not know whether 
they are vegetarians or Socialists, or 
whether they have sandy beards, but 
we know that they write and write 
well. 

Oeorge Olsaing was such a man. 
He never dreamed of fame or for¬ 
tune—he hardly dared hope that 
one day he would have sufficient 
food, a warm room to write In and 
clothes of which he would not feel 
ashamed. Yet Olssing made for 
himself a unique place In the realms 
of English letters. We know little 
of the man—we know his work. 

Of Oeorge Bernard 8 haw we 
know too much. Will succeeding 
generations read Shaw. 8 omehow 
he makes us think of a package of 
firecrackers After the noise and 
the Illumination what have we left?

“The common sense of Canadian 
businessmen and the tradition of the

c credit, he said, was fer 
easier to take care of than currency, 
and the need of today was credit 
and not currency. The only pos¬ 
sible solution lies In a totally dif¬ 
ferent method of using credit. Some 
countries operate on a currency 
but in Canada, bank credit 
takas the place of currency and bank 
deposits Increase by borrowers set¬ 
ting up credits There la no bank 
at present existing for the financing 
of capital goods. 

BANK BUK1NESS 
"Hie banka." Captain Bowen- 
Ooithurat continued, are forced to 
operate at a profit, therefore, they 
will not finance production and aa 
such this leads to unemployment. 
The Government has to borrow from 
the banks to support the unem¬ 
ployed. and so the vicious circle is 
completed. 

"The grim choice that business¬ 
men have to face today la either 
enormously Increased taxation or a 
complete change In the social order. 
Most people are inclined to place 
politics before economics, and surely 
It la better to examine the existing 
conditions than to conceal the eco¬ 
nomic situation by political slogans. 
Some of the suggested remedies for 
the present situattioo are: Repudi¬ 
ation. inflation and very heavy 
on. On the other hand, you 
have what I consider the Meal aera¬ 
tion: The creation of confidence, 
economy and a balanced budget, 
heavy taxation and social credit."
